Asbestos, a product dating back to ancient 
times for a range of building applications, from 
fire proofing to thermal insulation, is now sparking 
mounting safety and legal concerns, particularly 
among owners of multiple buildings. 

According to Trank D. Goss, president of 
Building System I-Aaluation. Inc. (BSE:) of Sierra 
Madre, the potential health hazards and accompany¬ 
ing liabilities associated with asbestos, “have 
prompted building owners to inspect and monitor 
their structures and take any necessary corrective 
actions to ensure safe working environments.” 

Goss, whose company specializes in facility 
engineering, slates, “Asbestos is a carcinogen. Ex- 
iensi\e epideinologic ewidence demonstrates the cor¬ 
relation between exposure to airborne asbestos and 
fatal diseases. Concern for the level of exposure 
has led to lower and lower occupational and en- 
\iroinnental standards for airborne concentrations. 

“More recently, the federal government and the 
ineilical community have been concerned with the 
non-industrial exposure to asbestos which appears in 
approximately 3(X)() building products,” Goss de¬ 
clared. 

He warns that “virtually every structure built 
between the years 1920 and 1978 — from warehouses 
to high-rise office buildings — has the potential 
for substantial asbestos problems. 


“Fortunately, many corporations and public 
entities are now doing something about it because 
prevention of a serious asbestos condition is the 
name of the game. Asbestos abatement can be 
handled as a rational, ordered, and feasible part of 
good building management,” Goss said. 

“Whenever white asbestos dust particles are 
detected in buildings, samples should be taken 
immediately. Levels of asbestos can be determined 
in 24 hours.” Goss said. 

Noting that most building owners “don’t like 
to see a lot of people in white suits snooping 
around their building taking samples,” Goss em¬ 
phasized that most of the investigative work can be 
done at night or on weekends to minimize inter¬ 
ference with the working day. 

Goss explained that virtually any structure built 
prior to 1978 should be surveyed for asbestos 
contamination. High-rise buildings have asbestos 
around steel beams and in thermal insulation and 
fire proofing, while many structures used it in 
acoustic insulation and for miscellaneous uses in 
boiler rooms. He noted that the binding adhesives 
used in shot-on insulation begin to deteriorate 
rapidly once the material gets to be about 15 
years old. The latex binders oxidize and fibers

Waste — a growing problem 
outside of Sierra Madre

Late at night a slow-moving truck creeps down 
the street. The driver stops, unlatches the tailgate 
and dumps unwanted refuse onto the street. 

This type of activity occurs more often than 
we think. 

Jim Collins of the Pasadena Public Works 
Department says that their employees spend a lot of 
time cleaning up after people who take eost-cutting 
shortcuts by not hauling their refuse to the local 
landfills. This, of course, is a cost passed onto the 
taxpayers of Pasadena. 

There also have been incidents in which toxic 
materials were left in unauthorized zones. This 
fact could create a dangerous threat to the com¬ 
munity. However, Collins said that the incidents of 
this type were infrequent. 

Sgt. Jorge Gareia of the Pasadena Police Com¬ 
munity Relations Department said that some fatal¬ 
ities also occur as a result of unlawful dumping. 
He cited an example of a motorcyclist who was 


killed on the Glendale freeway when his bike struck 
a carpet left on the roadway. 

When individuals leave their waste, it creates 
a health menace that can create the spread ot 
disease and vermin. Garcia pointed out the tact 
that an individual may not only face a fine for 
dumping, but is also liable for any injuries and 
property damage that may result from this act. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts and 
the Public Works Director Richard Garcia both in¬ 
formed The News that this type of problem does 
not occur in Sierra Madre very often. They both 
felt the problem is low due to the annual dump¬ 
ing provided as well as the lack of open lots 
where an individual could dump without detec¬ 
tion. 

“Anytime it does occur,” said Betts, “We 
can usually trace the material back to the res¬ 
ponsible party and have them clean it up. If they 
don’t, the city public works department does it and 
sends them a bill.”

You wouldn’t think that two capital letters, 
which incidentally are internationally 
recognized, would have such a controversial 
explanation to their existence as the two letters, 
“O.K.” 

These letters have been used by the 
illiterate in election campaigns, by a Red Indian 
chief, in political slander and by the French, 
liach of the above has taken credit as the 
originator of the “O.K.” 

One explanation goes back to the 1800s 
when Andrew Jackson, having the distinction 
of being a word-maker, started using O.K.

It’s difficult to find anyone who plays 
bridge. I wonder why. When I mention that 
1 play with a group, some people get a laugh¬ 
ing, sneering, supercillious kind ot look on 
their faces.

‘Threads’ — and 
worry about future 

Last night I watched 
“Threads,” a film set in 
England depicting the 
end of our civilization, 
from the dropping of 
nuclear bombs to the en¬ 
suing military state, to 
the few sickly survivors 
eating rats and rations 
issued to them accord¬ 
ing to their work abi¬ 
lity. . . To reiterate a 
phrase often used with 
reference to the survivors 
of the Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki hydrogen 
bombings, the living 
would envy the dead. 

My gut, filled with a 
dull ache, was reacting 
to the horrific and in¬ 
sightful portrayal of the 
inexorable demise of all 
that will follow a nu¬ 
clear exchange, a deceiv¬ 
ing term for war. 
“Threads” effuses a ge¬ 
neral hopelessness which 
goes beyond the arrest 
and suppression of anti¬ 
nuclear congregations to 
a trapping of the non- 
activists, the inside elite 
officials as well, who 
share a basement as their 
last bastion of com¬ 
mand. 

At the eonclusion of 
“Threads” I was speak¬ 
ing out loud, reacting, 
wondering if in study¬ 
ing Russia more tho¬ 
roughly vve might lessen 
our fears? Then my mind 
turned. Caspar Weinber¬ 
ger, who is promoting 
the development of our 
defenses beyond land 
and water and air to the 
outer cosmos, while ig¬ 
noring the toxic, earthly- 
bound, byproducts re¬ 
sulting from these pro¬ 
jects. Working for arms 
limitations — is working 
to preserve our lives. It 
is never too late to work 
for change. 

To quote from the 
song “We Arc The 
World—“there’s a choice 
we’re making, we’re sav¬ 
ing our own lives.” As 
we pour our hearts out 
to those in Africa who 


are victims of biased go¬ 
vernmental development 
and distribution policies 
and droughts and epi¬ 
demics, we are exemp¬ 
lifying our deepest be¬ 
liefs in life and our 
cognizance of the truth 
that our lives and pre¬ 
sent happiness as com¬ 
fortable members of 
American society are 
possible because of our 
access to a portion of 
the world’s resources. 

Most people in the 
United States have ac¬ 
cess to running water 
and shelter and the 
means to keep them¬ 
selves alive. As people 
with these privileges, we 
have the strength to de¬ 
fend our own principles. 

I celebrate the sincere 
and creative responses to 
the tragedies on the Af¬ 
rican continent and ask 
if we can use these ener¬ 
gies on our continent as 
well, not only to par¬ 
ticipate in domestic pro¬ 
grams for the underpri¬ 
vileged, but to examine 
our own lives and pri¬ 
vileges, and to ask: Do 
we need our government 
to continue manufactur¬ 
ing nuclear weapons to 
protect our own free¬ 
dom? not our fear of 
Ui.,i tiiis freedom now 
a lea. of total annihi¬ 
lation rather than a fear 
of communism on our 
borders? 

Having grown up in 
the United States with 
what are regarded by 
some as given luxuries — 
a healthy diet, good ed¬ 
ucation, world travel 
and access to knowledge 
about alternative life 
styles, 1 am not tempt¬ 
ed by a future where 
dreams are nationalized 
and incentives destroyed. 

In spite of all of our 
differences of ideologies 
and tastes and desires, 
we co-exist. And is this 
co-existence made pos¬ 
sible only because of the 
presence of an ever-lar- 
ger force of nuclear 
weapons? Unfortunate¬ 
ly, we have been led to 


believe that our priori¬ 
ties will be taken over 
by another unless we pre¬ 
pare for ultimate de¬ 
struction. If we believe 
in life as we know it, 
we have the strength to 
accept differences which 
are a continuous chal¬ 
lenge to us to live for 
the most basic of rights 
for all of humankind.

shelves or the tops of furniture. If you have 
several cats, allow each pet an elevated spot 
of his own so as to reduce the stress and 
aggression of competition. 

Your cat will instinctively love to stalk, 
hunt objects and explore spaces. A ping 
pong ball can serve as “prey” for your cat 
to bat around and capture. Cats love to pounce 
and fight with ribbons — these should be 
securely tied to a heavy object at one end to 
prevent entanglement or swallowing of the rib¬ 
bon. Your cat will enjoy hiding in secret 
places and a large paper grocery bag will 
provide a nice cubbyhole. 

Before you present a toy to your cat, be 
sure the toy has no sharp edges and is large 
enough to prevent accidental swallowing. 
Through minimal effort, you can put an end 
to your cat’s isolation and boredom and create 
a stimulating environment for your pet.

‘Clean Air' coalition 
says pipeline is 
environmental hazard 


A proposed pipeline 
which will introduce 
huge quantities of off¬ 
shore high sulfur crude 
oil into the Los Angeles 
area for refining, if 
completed, will lead to 
serious consequences for 
the health and well being 
of local citizens, accord¬ 
ing to a California en¬ 
vironmental organiza¬ 
tion. The Coalition for 
Clean Air, the only 
statewide citizens’ group 
which devotes its entire 
resources to the fight for 
clean air, recently urged 
the widest and most open 
public debate of the 
numerous issues sur¬ 
rounding construction 
and use of the so-called 
Angeles Pipeline. 

Four major oil com¬ 
panies have disclosed the 
route of a proposed 130- 
mile pipeline to bring 
crude oil from the San¬ 
ta Barbara coast through 
Emidio (near Bakers¬ 
field), south to Los An¬ 
geles area refineries. The 
30-inch diameter pipe¬ 
line, a joint venture of 
Atlantic Richfield Co., 
Chevron Corp., Shell 
Oil Co.,and Texaco, 
Inc., is designed to car¬ 
ry 330,000 barrels per 


day (BPD), a capacity 
which industry sources 
report could be in¬ 
creased to a total of 
500,000 BPD by aug¬ 
menting pumping facili¬ 
ties. 

While the impact on 
air quality from the pipe¬ 
line itself will be lim¬ 
ited to the not insigni¬ 
ficant emissions from 
diesel equipment during 
construction (oxides of 
nitrogen (NOx) and par¬ 
ticulates), and heaters 
which heat the highly- 
viscous crude oil to ease 
movement (NOx), the 
major air quality impact 
will result from opera¬ 
tions of local refineries 
which will receive the 
oil. 

Heavy California out¬ 
er continental shelf 
(OCS) crude from the 
Santa Barbara Channel 
contains over five times 
as much sulfur per bar¬ 
rel as Alaskan North 
Slope (ANS) oil current¬ 
ly processed here in the 
basin. The sulfur in Ca¬ 
lifornia crude is also 
more difficult to remove, 
and will require desul¬ 
furization processes 
which emit substantial 
levels of Nox.

An important factor in locating birds is the 
time of day and weather conditions. Birds tend to 
be more active during the morning and evening;.

Goss cautions: 
asbestos threat

begin moving about via such routes as air, con¬ 
ditioning ducts, circulation paths, plenums and 
other areas, Goss said. 

Goss states that there have been cases, during 
renovation projects, where plumbers, carpenters 
and other contractors have compounded the prob¬ 
lems, costing owners many limes more than they 
needed to spend. 

“We know of one case where a plumber 
dragged an asbestos laden pipe through a building, 
contaminating over 100 offices. If the asbestos had 
been handled in place, it would have cost the 
owner less than $10,tK)0. As it was, everything down 
lo the paper clips had to be washed down and 
it cost $250,000 to dc-contaminate the entire build¬ 
ing.” 

Ihe BSE president advises building owners to 
initiate tlie diagnostic process of asbestos detection, 
tliereby taking care of situations before they become 
a problem. ^ 

Goss emphnsi/cd that corporation and public 
huilding owners need to know what will happen to 
their buildings in the foreseeable future. “They need 
to know what they will have to handle today, 
next year, five years from now. They don’t need 
to know only that they have 5(XX) problems.

SIZING FABRICS 
GOOD SUMMER IDEA 

By Joe Delgatto ' ' 

“Sizing” is an 

excellent way to ti F 

keep garments look- " . ■ 

ing better — espc- ^ 

dally during the 
summer months. 

Sizing can repel 'SP 

stains, retard wrink- * 

ling and delay soil¬ 
ing. Clothes look fresher longer - when 

properly sized. 

Many fabrics are truly enhanced in ap¬ 
pearance and wear when si/ctl. (1 he use ol 
starch in shirts is a good example). Many of 
us remember when we checked on how much 
sizing a piece of yardage had in it by rubbing it 
against itself to loosen the sizing. If too much 
body was lost, we didti’t buy the yardage. 

Actually, sizing is only bad when it is used to 
make a poor fabric look like a good one. 

These days there are hundreds ol dif¬ 
ferent sizings.’ Gur problem is this: first, we 
must discover the type of sizing the nurnu- 
facturer used. This often puts us in the Sher¬ 
lock Holmes department as a chemistry expert 

Then we must be certain that all .soil and 
stains have been removed from the fabric, 
otherwise, the sizing will not penetrate the 

fibers of the fabric. 

Well, as you can see, there is no simple 
way to restore the “like new” look and feel 
to a fabric, but we do it every day.
